. The eastern intercollegiate football league may. be' cancelled as 
a result of student violence at football gomes. Severi students were 
hospitalized ofter a melee at lost Saturday's Varsity-Queen's game; 
one of them may lose the, sight of one eye. .• -, , . 

Dr. Sidney Smith, president of the University pfiToronto, has said 
that, ;'lf it keeps getting worse, gome *ofter game/.w^^^ 
tp suspend the league, to protect innocent bystanders'and the hood- 
lums themselves." 

The injuries were -caused by students who set off gas filled bal- 
loons, lime bombs, and .ânote^bombs, and threw liquor bottles. Dr. 
Smith has stated thot'he plans to discuss the disirobility of firiishing 
out the league this year with officials from Toronto and from the 
three-other universities concerned. University officials had appealed 
,^,tp. Varsity students before the game to refrain from vandalism. The 
'jî^pieà hod no effect. 

JF^ Dr. Smith has also stated that, "It seems too bod to think that 
f0^\he gomes might be cancelled on account of a reckless minority." 

The seriousness of the situation does definitely worrent decisive 
meosures. However, cancelling the league gomes for the rest of the 
>ye"ar represents only a temporary solution. It will not insure agoinst 
0 recurronce three years from now. There will olways be present, in 
any competitive intercollegiote athletic contest the risk of a mob 
riot. Therefore this approach would require that football gomes be 
cancelled permanently. True this will probobjy eliminate the, cause 
for another such demonstration. There does exist dn alternative. 

The Montreal Star reports that orie of the persons charged with 
playing on important role in the incident was fined $50 and costs 
and set free. This, punishment seems particularly lenient. It is here 
that the axe should fall. As long as. students feel secure in the 
;^knowledge that the student body as d whole will be punished for 
their misdeneomers they will bréb\ the rules again and again. Only 
,• when they ore aware that they as individuals will be held fully res- 
ponsible will the tide be curbed. 

An example should be made of the student in question. Only 
then will th^ "reckless minority", fearing for their own careers, be 
mode to conform, t .

It is 
I'mpoissible for them not to be influenced by ony campoign that takes 
place there. 

In McGill, on the other hand, many of the faculties ore far 
removed from' the campus proper, and if is difficult for students 
enrolled in them to moke time for the blood contribution. 

- The student, enrollment' here also becomes a decisive factor in 
the final outcome. The percentage of women students at McGill 
excels by-far that at. the Uriiversity.of Montreal. Statistics point out 
that women ore much more reluctant to ■give blood than ore' the 
men., ' » ' .

The pi^ss- 
throwing quarterback was cut by 
the Riders four days before the 
Intercoljegiate schedule started ^nd 
he enrolled at Queen's as a • first 
year Arts, student. 

In the first game of the season, 
the Redmen were not set for the 
powerful passing attack engineer- 
ed by Braccia, and the Gaels scor- 
ed a convincing 30-10. victory. 

Ron Stewart has scored more 
touchdowns than any player in 
iQueen's history. To date he ,has 
24 majors to his credit which is 16 
more than the previous high scor- 
er for the Gaels. The small half- 
back is an exceptionally fast run- 
ner as well as an excellent receiv- 
er.

Several others players were suf- 
ering from'^iusorted aches and 
pains but Sullivan did not ex- 
pect any of them to miss Satur- 
day's contest because of injuries.. 

While the Redmen are battling 
the Gaels, Toronto will be trying 
to gain a playoff spot against 
Western. The Mustangs must up- 
set Varsity if McGill Is to make 
the playoffs this year. 

Sullivan was not willing to dis- 
count the. chances of the winlcss 
Mustangs to piiU this upset. "They 
have a good team," he said. "We 
caught them when we were hot 
and they had an off day'but they 
may surprise a lot" of people 
against Toronto."
